I mayſay beware of Kinſmen, as well as our Sauiour ſaid r. 
beware of men, For this reſpect of couſenage made Eli his 1. gam. 
SonnesPrieſts:and this reſpe&t of couſ nage hath made ma- 
ny like Rriefts in England: this reſpe& of coulenage hath Celts 
made Samwels ſonnes Judges, and chis reipect of couſenage 
hath made mavy like —— in England: this zeſpett ot 
couſenage brought Tobias into che Leuiges Chamber + and N35 
this reipect of couſenage hath brought many Gentlemen 
into Preachers liuings, Which will not out againe. As Chriſt 
preferred his ſpirituall Rinſmen, fo we preterre out carthly 
Kuiſmen. Many priuiledges, many offices, and many bene» 
tices, haue ſtooped to this voyce; thy Mother calleth thee, or 
thy Kinſmen would haue thee. As this voice came to Chriſt 
while he waslabouring, ſo many ſuch voices come to vs 
while we arc labouring. One faith, Pleaſure would ſpeake 
with you: another ſaich, Profit would ſpeake with you: 
another ſaich, Eaſe would ſpeake with you: another ſaith, a 
Deanery would ſpeake with you: auother ſaith, a Biſhoprick 
would ipeake with you: another faich, The Court would 
ſpe ke with you. 

When a man is ina good way, and ſtudieth the Scripture 
to be a teachex of he Churce, a voyce commeth to his eat e, 
as this came to Chtiſts, and faich ; Thy friends would haue 
thee ſtudy the Law, for by Diuinitie thou ſhalt attaine to 
a ——_— and thiac owne flocke will vexe thee, or the 

ſhop wall ſtop thy mouth. This winde ſometime turneth 

Jonas his ſaules:rom Mn to Tur bib, and makes him bu - 1% 1. 
ry lus talent. ; 

u he be a Diuine already, & preach his capſcience,a voice 
commeth vnto him agame, sthis did ro Chriſt, & ſaich. Thy 
friends would hiaue thee to be quiet or there be ſpies which 
do note u hat thou ſaiſt, or, chere be tcHlowes that lye in wait 
for thy liuing: ſo ſometimes with a litile iutreatie, he begin- 
nech to draw vp his h nd, and lay his finger vpon lusmouth, 
and preach peace, he lie is ſent with wane. Thus we are

Sermons, and after our Sermons ; euen of them ſometime, 
which ſhould incourage vs : and therefore as Chriſt ſaitli 
Beware of men, ſo ſay |, Beware of Kmimen.

Chriſt, ſecing he is borne againe already. 

As there is a ſecond comming of Chrilt, ſo there is a ſe- 15. 
cond birth of Chriſt. When wee are borne againe , then „eat. 
Chriſt is borne againc: the Virgin was his Mother by the 
fleſh, and the Faithfull are his Mother by his Spirit: The 
Holy Ghoſt conceiued him in her, che Holy Ghoſt doth 
conceiue him in them: he was in her wombe, and hee is in 
their hearts : ſhee did beare him, and they doe beate him; 
ſhee did nurſe him, and they doe nurſe him. This is the ſe- 
cond Birch of Chriſt. As the ſoule of man may bee called, 

The Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, which is the third Perſon : ſo 693.16. 
it may be called, The wombe of the Sonne, which is the ſe- 
cond Perſon. 

Bcforecheſe words it is ſuid that Chriſt asked, 1/59 are 
my Brethren ? as it hee (hould ſay, You thinłke that 1 am at- 
fectedto my Kinſmen,as you arc. But I tell youthat I count 
them my kin{men, which heare the we def God, and do it. To 
ſhew that Chriſt loueth vsvith an cuerlaiting loue; hee 
ſhewech that hee doth not loue vs for any temporall things , 
but for that aviluchandurerth for euer. 

If Chrift loued vsas / ſaacloued Eſas, for veuiſon then Gay 28 
we might mille the bleſsing as u did. But as, Joby faith, 

Hel meth in the trabeſo Chritt louerk in the truth. To loue 
in the truth, is the true loue. Euery loue but this, at one 
time or ochiet, hath turned into hatred: but the true loue 
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2 eth hatred, as the truth ouercommeth falſe- 
od. 

No for this loue Chriſt calls them by all che names of 
loue; his Father, and his Brechren, and his Siſters. In Rom. 
6. they are called his Serwants ; if that bee not enough. in 
lohn che fifteench, they are called his frrends ; if chat be not 
enough, in Zuke the foure and twentieth, they are called hz; 
brethren; if that bee not enough,in Aare 1. they are cal- 
led his Children; if that be not enough, here they are called 
his (Mother; if that be not enough, in C unticles the ift, 
they are called his /powſe to ſhe that he loueth them with 
all loue ; the Mothers loue, the Brothers loue, the Siſters 
loue, the Maiſters loue, and the Friends loue. 

It all cheſe loues could be put togetlier, yet Chriſts loue 
exceedeth them all: and the Mother, and the Brother, and 
the Siſler, and the child, and the kinſ man, and the friend, and 
the ſeruant, would not doe and ſutter fo much among them 
all, as Chriſt hat h done, and ſutfered for vs alone. duch a 
louc we kindle in Chrift, when we heare hir word, and doc 
it, that wee axe as deare vnto lum, as all bis xindred toge- 
ther, | 

Now as we are his Mother, ſo ſhould wee carry him in 
our hearts as his mother didin her armes. As we are his bre- 
thren, ſo wee ſhould preferre him, as loſeph did Beniamin. 
As we are his Spouſe, ſo we ſhould embrace him, as //aac 

58.43.43 did Rebecca: it thou be a kinſman, doe like 2 kinſman. 

Now wee come tothe markes of theſe kinimen, which 
I may call the armes of his houſe, As Chriſt ſaich, Ay this 
all men ſhall know my Ds/ciples, i f they loue one another: ſo 
hee faith, by this ſhall all men know my kinimen; f they 
heare the word of God, and doe it, 

As there is a kindred by the Fathers (ide, and a kindred by 
the Mothers (ide: ſo there is a kindred ot Hearers,anda kin. 
dred of doers. In Mazhew it is ſaid, He which heareth the will 
of my Father, and doth it: hereitis ſaid, He which heareth 
the word of God, and doth it: both are one: For his word is 
his will, and therefore it is called his will. P/al.119. 

As 
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— — doing , ſo hee ſpeakes here of a cer- 
taine rule, which he calles, he Word of God, herb Al mens 
workes muſt be ſquared: for if I doe all the —_— chat I 
can to ſitisſie anothers will or mine owne will, it auaileth 
me nothing with God, becauſe 1 doe it not for God, There- 
tore he which alwaies before followed his one will, when 
he was ſtricken downe and began to repent himſelfe, hes 
preſently cryed out, Lord what wilt thow haue me to do? ASif 44s. 
he ſhould ſay, I will doe no more as men would haue mee, 
or as the deuill would haue mee, or according as the ficth 
would haue mee, but as thou wouldeſt haue me, So D, 
praied, Teach me, O Lord, to do thy wil, not my will: for we 
need not to be taught to doe our owne will, no more then 
a Cuckoo to ſing cuckoo, her owne name. Eucry man can 
goe to hell without a guide. 

Here is the tule now: if you liue by it, then you are kin 
to Chriſt, As other kindreds gos by birth and marriage, ſo 
this kindred goeth by faith and obedience, Hearers are but 
halfe kin, as it were in afarre degree: but they which beare 
and doe, are called his Mother, Which is che ncerelt Kindred 
of all. Therefore it you haue the deed, then arc you kin 
indeed: there is no promiſe made to heaxers, uor to ſpea- 
kers, nor to readers; but all promiſes are made to beleeuers 
or to doers.
